Sofia, Bulgaria, September 26.—The

Five thousand communist and Agra- 
rian allies are besieged there, after 
having proclaimed a soviet republic 
and established complete control over 
the area. 

Four thousand soldiers, aided by 
civilian volunteers, have been carry- 
ing out an enveloping operation dur- 
ing the past five days and have now 
drawn their lines completely around 
Ferdinand and Berkowitza. 

The rebels are armed with soviet 
rifles and machine guns. As many of 
them are army veterans they have en- 
trenched themselves in an elaborate 
system of earthworks. 

Army planes circled over the dis- 
trict, which is mountainous, yester- 
day and today, dropping appeals inside 
the rebel lines. These read: “Bul- 
garians, you are misled. Returff to 
your homes and work, and prevent not 
only the disruption of the country but 


the enslavement of yourselves. 

“lhe agents of. Moscow are leading 
you on to suffering and destruction. 
The government will have no mercy 
on those persisting in betraying their 
country, but full pity on those who 
lay down their arms.”

SAILOR LOSES WIFE 


French War Bride Divorces 
Macon Man. 


Divorce of the French war bride

Play in Strikes

Milwaukee, Wis., September 26.— 
(Ly the Associated Press.)—The 
American public, faced with tne ter- 
mination of the United Mine workers 
contracts in the bituminous fields 
next April 1, must bear a hand now 
and make sure the representatives 
vf the public in official position do 
not “befog or run away from the 
issue but meet it squarely and vigor- 
ously” was the advice presented in 
the address of J. C. Brydon, president 
ot the National Coal association, be- 
fore the general sessions of the 
twenty-sixth annual convention of 
the American Mining congress here 
today. ‘ 

Krom the standpoint of the pub- 
lic, Mr. Brydon declared there is 
but one clear principle which must 
sooner or later be recognized if the 
artificial power of combination in la- 
bor relations is to continue to be 
permigted. This, he said, carries re- 
cognition that this power assumes 
certain limitations, viz, it “shall not 
beat the public over the head with 
the bludgeon of a nation-wide 
strike;” it must, in the event of a 
fuilure to agree by negotiation, be 
willing’to submit differences of opin- 
a to voluntary impartial arbitra- 
ion. 

According to Mr. Brydon, there 
must be arranged a system of con- 
tractual relationship in which res- 
ronsibility for observance ovr eon- 
tracts will be enforced and recurring 
crisis in the industrial life of the 
nation be eliminated. . 

“There has never been and there 
Is today not the remotest possibility 
of monopoly of capital in the soft 
coal industry for as some one has 
said ‘geology enforces the Sherman 
act’.” said Mr. Brydon. 

“There are enormous undeveloped 
coal reserves. Under these circum- 
stances, supply always potentially 
ecuals or exceeds demand. and hence 
competition may be relied on to pre- 
vent high prices.”

Indicating a general disregard of 
the anti-parking regulations in At- 
lanta, a bulletin issued Wednesday 
by the Atlanta Safety council report- 
ed a tot&l of 737 violations of the 
anti-parking ordinance on five streets 
during two one-hour periods Monday 
and Tuesday. 

The violations were reported to the 
council by the recently appointed 
vigilance committee of citizens. Pub- 
li¢ support of the movement being 
fostered By the council for more rigid 
enforcement of traffic laws was ask- 
ed in the bulletin, which was issued 
following a noon luncheon of the 
council at the City club. 

“Many of the violations are of

The $20,000 set aside by the 
Geaorgia general assembly this year 
for teachers’ institutes in 20 differ- 


ent places in the state will not be 

to compete in any way with 
summer schools already organized in 
Athens, Milledgeville, Valdosta and 
other cities, State Superintendent of 
Schools N, H. Bullard stated to- 
night. _ ‘ 

“Indeed, all teachers will be en- 
couraged to attend one of these 
schools if possible,” he said. “The 
$20,000 is to take care of the emerg- 
ency of a pressing and important de- 
mand, r normal schools are crowd- 
ed to the limit, yet they are sup- 
plying to the Georgia schools but 500 
teachers a year. e vacancies each 
year are more than 3,000, thus leav- 
ing a deficiency that must be sup- 
plied by inexperienced and untrained 
teachers. 

“Whether we wish it or not more 
than 2,000 untrained and inexper- 
jenced teachers will teach our rural 
schools for the coming year and suc- 
ceeding year. For the immediate 
training of these teachers these teach- 
ers’ institutes will be organized. They 
will be located in places that offer 
least expense to the teachers, for the 
majority of the teachers who will at- 
tend receive only a pittance of salary 
and are unable to pay any great 
amount. The institutes will be neld 
in places that would ne open to them 
at a minimum price for board. 

“No psychology, no methods, no 
frills will be tanght in these institutes. 
They will be intensely practical. For 
example, if 15 are located for the 
, white teachers, we hope to obtain fif- 
teen of the best primary teachers in 
America to teach them. Around each 
of these schools will be organized a 
temporary school of 20 or 30 children. 
The untrained and _ inexperienced 
teacher will observe just how the mas- 
ter teachers organize this school: how 
she arranges her program: how she 
handles children just entering school,

“PUBLIC IS PARAMOUNT. 

The position of City Attorney 
Mayson in recommending to the 
street committee of council that fur- 
ther efforts to complete the pro- 
posed West Hunter street approach 
to the Spring street viaduct be aban- 
doned, “hecause adjacent property 
owners object,” is not only not 
tetjable, but if established as a prece- 
dént Atlanta’s civic progress will be 
sat back half a century. 

tt is unthinkable that the inter- 
ests of a great city, and specifically 
of:250,000 people who are a part 
ofthe city, shall be thwarted by the 
objections of a single individual or 
group whose property interests are 
at stake. The law of condemnation 
was created to prevent, in absolute 
faitness and justice to all parties in- 
volved, Just such obstruction of 
progress by the few contrary to 
the interest of the many.. With- 
out it the government could not 
haye made any of its great internal 
developments; railroads could not 
have been built; streets and high- 
ways in the interest of trade and 
industry could not have been built; 
the trail of commerce could not 
have been pushed across the conti- 
nent In the early days of America’s 
material expansion— 

‘And without it Atlanta today, one 
of the greatest of America’s inland 
cities, would be a struggling hamlet. 

Practically every great civic devel- 
opment in this city has been pushed 
forward, with the public’s interest 
paramount to the obstructions of a 
small group of “abutting property

There ts no sounder or firmer 
foundation rock in the scheme of 
popular government than the law, 
safely guarded as to the sacred 
rights of all, that permits condemna- 
tion proceedings to clear the way 
for progress. It is the bed-rock of 
majority government, and without 
it government of the people would 
crumble under the force and domi- 
nancy of minorities. 

The position of the city attorney 
is, as quoted, that “in view of the 
opposition that has developed from 
certain property owners, whose 
properties would be affected by the 
erection of the approach, further 
efforts should be abandoned.”

BLOCKING, JUSTICE. 

The slowness of justice—its mal- 
administration through technicali- 
ties—was never more forcibly illus- 
trated than In the recent granting 
of a rehearing by. the supreme court 
in the case from Jenkins county of 
a man sentenced to life imprison- 
ment on a jury conviction of mur- 


_+ der. 


The supreme court_{is not to be 
criticised for its decision. It in- 
terpreted the letter of the law as 
written; and yet such obstructions 
to the orderly processes of court 
procedure, such immunities from 
punishment, are causing an alarm- 
ing increase of crime, encouraging 
the mob spirit, and tending to tear 
down the judiciary and to destroy 
respect for law and order. 

In the case at issue where a lead- 
er of a raiding party fired into a 
home and killed a man, according 
to the evidence upon which the ver- 
dict of murder with a recommenda- 
tion was returned, it appears that 
in the process of the trial the Judge, 
jury and attorneys left the court 
room to inspect an automobile 
which had been offered in evidence, 
and which could not by the physical 
nature of the situation, be brought 
before the jury box. When the jury 
and court officials thus retired from 
the room the defendant was left in 
the court room in charge of depu- 
ties. 

The new trial was granted on the 
technical ground that the defendant 
had not been present at all times 
during the progress of the trial. 
Two of the judges dissented from 
the supreme court’s opinion on the 
ground that the defendant had 
raised no objection. 

The law requires that a defendant 
Shall be present during his trial, 
and the court, in a strict or literal 
interpretation of the law, was Jjusti- 
fied, it is assumed, in granting a 
rehearing. 

Nor is it the purpose here to cite 
this case in any defense or criticism 
of the trial verdict, or the subse- 
quent action of the court, but to 
point out, as is most flauntingly 
illustrated by it, the recourses that 
the laws permit in stifling justice, 
and in tearing the safeguards from 
the protection of society that the 
constitutions guarantee, and the 
statutes are supposed to interpret. 
All over this country there is 
growing alarm at the increase of 
crime, and at the activities of vigi- 
lantes and night riders and. mobs, 
encouraged, if not largely promoted, 
by this condition, 

The American Bar association has 
very vigorously sought the remedy, 
and unhesitatingly places the blame 
at the doors of congress and of 
State legislatures for the manner and 
method of enacting and codifying 
criminal laws. A sensible, practical 
code of rules and interpretations, to 
prevent the technical smoke screens, 
has been asked for, its preparation 
to be left to a commission of jurists, 
to be approved in toto by the 
United States supreme court. 

Something along this Nne must 
be done, or the jurisprudence of 
this country will become more of 
a joke in its high Ideals than other- 
wise, 


SERMON ON “SAFETY.” 

The safety of the streets and high- 
ways is one of the greatest prob- 
lems confronting the people today. 

Just as an unprecedented crime 
wave in this country today is un- 
deniably linked with the flagrant 
violations of the prohibition laws, 
just so are most of the accidents 
from the reckless driving of auto 
mobiles linked with the same basic 
cause, 

While traffic problems, therefore, 
are of state and civic concern, to be 
regulated as effectively as possible 
'by laws and ordinances, safety 1s 
also a great moral issue, and must 
be treated as such. 

It is heartening to find a minister 
who is willing to so regard it, and 
to preach on the subject of safety, 
as it relates to the lives and limbs 
of people as well as to the safety or 
redemption of souls. 

At the Wesley Memorial church 
tonight Rev. Walt Holcomb will 
preach on safety, as it applies to 
traffic. The Atlanta Safety Council 
will attend in a body and every citi- 
zen who can do so should hear this 
sermon. 

Mr. Holcomb has addressed the 
National Safety Congress on two oc- 
casions, and will go to Boston next 
week to address the congress for 
the third time. He is recognized as 
a traffic expert, as well as a lead- 
ing exponent of personal safety. 

It would be well if the great prob- 
lems of traffic enforcement and 
Saneness in driving and walking 
Should be handled more from the 
pulpit. 

They have a distinctive moral set- 
ting, and the moral obligation of the 
individual In the premises ought to 
be more firmly established.

CHAPTER XIV.—Czecho-Slovakia—Champion of Deflation. 
. By JOHN F. SINCLAIR 


Five years ago, Czecho-Slovakia was 
built by wrecking Austria, Hungary 
and part of Germany. These nations 
before were all prosperous economic 
units, supporting a combined popula- 
tion of 100 millions of people. 

Today each is an economic wreck 
incapable of supporting above the 
bread line even one half their former 
population. 

This new nation was handed more 
than 85 per cent of ail the industries 
of vid Austria and Hungary combined. 
As a result, she is today one of the 
richest countries in Europe; I believe 
the richest in agriculture. She is cap- 
able of raising three times the food 
necessary to sustain her own people. 
Her surplus food export is the largest 
of eny nation in Europe. Her forest 
and minesal resources—wood, coal, 
irun, co per gold, silver—are . very 
great. er industrial activities are 
also very large—nearly as large as her 
agriculture. Her government is demo- 
cratic and efficient. It is modeled 
after the French system with a cham- 
Ler of deputies, senate and a president 
elected by the two houses. Universal 
euffrage and proportional representa- 
tion are included in the constitution 
alopted in 1920. Her area (54,264 
square miles) is slightly smaller than 
that of Iowa, while her popniation 
113,595,000) is more than five times 
that of Iowa. What makes this coun- 
try so interesting? , 

She is entirely surrounded by na- 
tions whose economic and fipancial 
positions have grown steadily worse 
since the war. These nations are 
Germany, Poland and lwmania on the 
porth and Austria and Hungary on the 
south. Yet Czecho-Slovakia has not 
only kept from currency inflation, but 
has actually practiced deflation. The 
contrast is striking as we shall see. 


Exports Heavy.

We can say that Czecho-Slovakia 
has the natural resources and indus- 
trial expansion at this time to main- 
tain herself as an economic. unit. 
This of ceurse is in sharp contrast 
to all her neighbors. 

In government finances she has de- 
liberaterly adopted the policy of de- 
flation. i.et us follow the procedure. 
It is extremely interesting. 

In March, 1919, Dr. Raisin, the 
minister of finance, closed the bor- 
ders of Czecho-Slovakia for ten days. 
No paper money was allowed to: go 
in or out. He called in all the paper 
money for stamping and retained as 
a forced joan half of the notes pre- 
sented. That act reduced the bank 
notes by nearly 27 per cent. Then 
he established the “banking office of 
the ministry of finance,” gave it the 
sole power to issue all further paper 
money. , 


Capital Levy. 


The next step was a capital levy 
placed on all property to cover the 
unsecured bank notes and treasury 
notes outstanding. 

The amount of paper money de- 
creased from 12,300 .millions of 
krones in December, 1921, with less 
than one per cent gold reserve to 
8,827 millions of krones on May 21, 
1923, with 30 gold reserve.

Economic Crisis. 
This is not quite all. Deflation 
has plunged Czech-Slovakia into an 


‘economic crisis of the first magni- 


tude. 


Her export trade has fallen 
off. Stocks of goods have Jepreciat- 
ed, costs of production have risen and 
unemployment has grown to huge pro- 
portions, Today one worker in seven 
is out of work and the two more in 
the seven work part time. Bankrupt- 
cies, failures and suicides kave fol- 
lowed in ever-increasing numbers. 
Two large banks have closed their 
doors. The national income is 
shrinking, making taxes much harder 
to raise. 

No nation has tried harder than 
Czecho-Slovakia to walk the straight 
and narrow path. She followed strict- 
ly the doctor’s orders and took the 
deflation dope. The medicine has 
hurt and not helped her. But Czecho- 
Slovakia is beginning to see now that 
it isn’t inflation or deflacion, but 
stability that is needed. 

Her first line of defense, therefore, 
is not a large army, which she un- 
fortunately has, nor a fleet of bat- 


.| tleplanes, which she also has, but the 


good will of her neighbors working 
out together a new industrial ma- 
chine of exchange to replace the old 
one the war destroyed.

PATHOLOGY OF HOMEWORKS. 


On the reverse side of the quarterly 
report cards sent to parents from a 
rather overcrowded high shool ap- 
pears this quaint declaration: “Every 
student should study from two to three 
hours at home, outside of regular 
school hours, each day. Parents should 
uphold the faculty in this important 
matter.” 

The regular school hours are about 
five. If parents take this quaint in- 
vitation seriously and “uphold” the 
faculty it would mean a seven or eight 
hour day for boys and girls in their 
teens. 

Can a normal, healthy boy or girl 
follow any such program five days 
a week in the school year with anv 
advantage physically or mentally? I 
do not think so. I question the wis- 
dom of the school authorities who sug- 
gest this program for students. 

Any workingman or laborer can 
endure the 12-hour day of the steel 
mills much better than a normal boy 
or girl can endure a seven-hour day 
of mental work. A child may bone 
the books for two or three hours out- 
side of regular school hours, to be 
sure, but it is a good 90 per cent 
wasted time. None but a freak mind, 
a prodigy, could accomplish any such 
feat honestly. And the chief result 
of the ill-advised attempt to enforce 
the program is deception, for natu- 
rally all the pupils want to be recorded 
as obediently carrying out the pro- 
gram even if they have to stretch a 
point or two. In a way the effect of 
the eight-hour day upon a child is 
comparable with the effects of the 12- 
hour day upon the steel workmen. 

The influence of “home work” upon 
the physical welfare of the boy and 
girl is pernicious. If a youth is to 
devote seven or eight hours a day 10 
study, 10 hours to sleep, two hours to 
eating and traveling to and from 
school, that leaves four hours to 
be devoted to play, recreation, reading. 
amusements, music or other forms of 
education, The school authorities ap- 
parently ima: ine that “home work” is 
the only proper diversion for the 
youth. In fact some of the enthusi- 
astic supporters of this policy argue 
that the three hours of —s at 
home will keep the — away from 
jazz parties and all that sort of thing. 
Thus “home work” is in part an 
attempt on the part of the school 
authorities to exercise supervision 
over the home life of the student. 

Where “home work ” prevails phys- 
wal education and the health educa- 
tion of the pupil are invariably a 
tarce, Some authorities evidently don’t 
believe in new-fangled notions,

Albany, Ga. September 26.—(Spe-° 
cia!.)}—-Governor Walker and 13 
meinbers of the state tax commission 
spent a busy day in. southwest 
Georgia today. Out of their car at 
7:45 for breakfast at a hotel with 
the local reception committee, they 
held an epen session lasting from 
10:30 till 1 o'clock. After an hour's 
drive over Albany and to nearby 
points of interest, leaving here at 7 
o'clock, after luncheon with the 
]iions’ club, the commission was 
driven in Albany cars to Dawson, 25 
miles away for an afternoon session, 
returning here after dark to catch 
a late train for Macon, where to- 
morrow’s meeting will be held. 

Membersr of the commission stated 
that today’s meeting was filled with 
the things the commission is seeking 
on its tour—the free discussion of 
the state’s tax problems by thought- 
ful business and professional men 
who have given the subject serious 
consideration. 

After a brief address of welcome 
by W. H. Beckham, a local attorney 
and advisory member of the tax coms 
mission, Governor Walker was called 
'on by Senator Mason, chairman of 
the tax commission, and spoke ears 
nestly of the state's taxation problem. 
He declared he was perfectly willing 
to have the present commission re- 
ferred to as “Walker’s” commission, 
and an extra session of the general 
assembly, if it be called as his, for 
he is fixed in his purpose to bring 
about tax reforms. 

Hé paid warm tribute to the mem- 
bers of the commission, who, he said, 
are serving unselfishly and at great 
personal sacrifice, in answer to the 
call of their state. 

“Until Georgia’s tax system is radi- 

cally changed to meet present condi< 
tions Georgia cannot hope to go fore 
ward, as outside capital will pass us 
by and seek investment in neighbors 
ing states where something better 
than our broken down ad valorem 
system is in operation,” asserted the 
| governor. 
He said it was high time half the

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SUHOOL CHANGES 


Consolidation of the city and coun- 
_ ty public schools under one system 
will be included in the charter changes 
whieh Mayor Waicr A. Sms 
will advocate next year, he announced 
Wednesday. 

Under the proposed change the sys 
tem would become the Fulton county 
public schoo] system and the county 
would have jurisdiction over the en- 
tire system through abolishment of the 
city board of education. One board 
would be elected by the county to 
lave charge of affairs of the system 
and one superintendent would be 
named. 

The recent decision of the county 
board of commissioners to levy a spe- 
cial sehool tax, caleulated to raise

poses, yet it will be distributed to

COTTON LETTER. 

New Orleans, September 26.—The recent 
downward tendency of values made an 
about-face today as a result of the appear- 
ance of a disturbance In the South Atlantic 
causing storm warnings be issued, at, and 
south, of Charleston, 8. C. Fear that the 
storm may enter the yu'f created much 
uneasiness in trading circles, but 
tions are that the disturbance is moving up 
the Atlantic. However, the storm ia likely 
to cause much rain 
states. There are also prospects of 
favorable weather in the western half o 
the cotton region, due to a low pressure 
over the Rockies, which is apt to cause 
unsettled weather, perhaps showers to the 
west of the Mississippi river. The weekly 
weather report was ullish as a whole. 
Heavy raine bave occurred in northwestern 
and more eastern portions of the belt, but 
were mostly light to moderate elsewhere. 
Two additional private crop reports were 
released today. Clement Curtis, Chicago, 
condition 49.7, pointing to a yield of 11,- 
030,000 bales, and returns to Watkins Bu- 
reau averaged the condition at 51.4, indicat- 
ing a crop of 10,829,000 bales. While 
private returns indicate a somewhat larger 
yield than promised one month ago or 
something more than 10,788,000 bales, the 
market remains very sensitive to climatic 
conditions, especially to unfavorable weather 
developments, as there is much late cotton 
still in the making which is subject to 
damage in event of too much rain or cold 
weather. The lateness of the crop, that is, 
the late planted, remains exposed to 
possibility of early damaging frosts next 
month. The late improvement ip size 
the crop is confined main'y to Oklahoma 
and Texas, where the major portion of this 
year’s increase in acreage, but the crop 
is not made and its making !* contingent on 
the date of killing frost this fall. There 
has been a less urgent demand for spots 
in the interior of late indicating that 
September commitments have been about 
filled.—H. & B. Beer.

New York, September 26.—Those who 
have recently suld out on the iden that the 
movement would be more than the market 
could absorb are rather anxious to rebuy, 
and when we consider thai a considerable 
volume of cotton has oren called by the 
trade on the recent break. it is only nat- 
ural that there should be a scarcity of 
contracts.

SEABOARD HEAD 
RAPS LEASE IDEA 


Washington, September 26.—Lease 
of the Carolina, Clinchfield’ & Ohio 
railroad to the Louisville & Nash- 
ville and the Atlantic Coast Line 
railroads, uow being considered, 
would be a “‘public calamity of the 
first magnitude,” C. R. Capps, e 
vice president of the Seaboard r 
Line, testified today before the inter- 
state commerce commission. Such a 
control of the Clinchfield, he asserted, 
would withdraw all effective competi- 
tion in transportation from important 
areas in Atlantic Coast Line and 
Southern railroad territory. . 

Mr. Capps’ argument was the first 
direct attack bought on the leasing 
poposal during the commission's hear- 
Ings. 
called J. J. Campion, traffie manager 
of the Clinchfield, who was ques- 


‘tioned in an endeavor to show that 
| bis railroad was modern in line and 


equipment, and fitted to handle heavy 
traffic uner its present independent 
management. 

“We take the position that there 
is no justification whatever for this 
lease from the standpoint of the pub- 
lic interest in transportatien,” Mr. 
Capps declared, “or for the protec- 
tion of the owners of the Clinchfield 
road, or to further any reasonable or 
legitimate interest of either of the 
proposed leassees. We consider that 
every objective desired by the Louis- 
ville & Nashville railroad with ref- 
erence to the connections proposed 
with its Kentucky territory can be 
adequately secured by such connec- 
tion either without a lease, or by a 
lease to the Lauisville & Nashville 
and other carriers in the southeast 
connecting with the Clinchfield, and 
competing with the Atlantic Coast 
Line.” 

Mr. Capps declared that his com- 
pany's chief objection was to the ex- 
clusive participation in ftransporta- 
tion to the southeast over the Clinch- 
field which the Atiantic Coast Line 
would gain under the lease. He cited 
existing arrangements in transporta- 
tion, by which two or more companies 
were put on equal footing in the con- 
trol of such a “bridge line’ as he 
declared the Clinchfield to be, and 
advocated some such plan for adoption 
in the case before the commission. 
S. Davies Warfield, president of the 
Seaboard, put a memorandum into the 
record before the commission which 
declared that a close connection be- 
tween the Clinchfield system and the 
Seaboard had existed during the early 
history of the two enterprises. He 
had always felt it necessary, he said 
in detailing events in connection with 
the reorganization of the Seaboard in 
1911, that “these relations should be 
kent and extended.” 

Hearings will be continued tomor- 
row.
